“Colony Plaza” would im- 
mediately be familiar in the 
minds of all people in this valley 
as<Upland’s park for recreation 
and playgrounds, situated in an 
area to its best advantage for 
the very present and definitely 
Tor its growing future. 

As for significance of a mem- 
orial, I would suggest a copper

I am quite an old-time resident 
of Upland (once known as North 
Ontario) and well remember 
when the park’s location was a 
veritable sagebrush: and ‘cactus 
“gulch.”

California conditions in June 
were reported as generally favor- 
able for the new citrus crop, Texas 
as generally good and Florida as 
favorable. 

Total orange production for the 
current crop is estimated at a 
record 13,000,000 boxes, °13 per- 
cent more than last season. Early 
and midseason varieties totaled 
53,000,000 boxes and valencias 
60,000,000.

Debts On New Homes Set All-Time 


Record; 1946 Bigg 


By ALEXANDER R. GEORGE 


- WASHINGTON — The nation’s | 
debt on homes has reached an 
all-time high. A record increase | 
in the amount of residential loans | 


is accompanied by a big advance 
in the average size of home mort- 
gages. 

The Federal Home Loan Bank 
Administration estimates that the 
home mortgage debt is now well 
over $23,000,000,000, compared 
with a 1930 high of $21,259,000,000 
following. the building boom. At 
the close of 1945 it was $19,991,- 
000,000. These figures do not in- 
clude farm home mortgages. 

The active market for real cs- 
tate at inflated prices, the con- 
struction of new homes and guar- 
anteed GI loans resulted in mak- 
ing 1946 the biggest year in the 
history of home financing. Home 
mortgages placed during the year 
totaled ahout $8,000,000,000, al- 
most 40 percent more than the 
previous peak in 1928. 

The average size of new mort- 
gages ($20,0U0 and under) record- 
ed on non-farm homes inereased 
from $2,722 in 1939 to $4,206 «in 
1946, a.rise ot 55 percent. The 
\ biggest yearly advance was from 
1945 to 1946, when home prides 
in many sections of the country 
; were at record high marks, 

Alarm Expressed 

Government officials, state bank 
commissioners and others have 
voiced concern that many home 
buyers may be unable to carry 
heavy debts on houses bought at 
inflated prices. They say that, 
owing to the housing shortage, 
thousands of veterans and others 
have purchased homes’ which 
they probably cannot afford. 

John H. Fahey, commissioner 
of the Federal Home Loan Bank 
Administration, has warned of 
the danger of ‘a repetition of 
conditions which caused the 
mortgage panic of the ~ thirtiés, 
with its attendant obliteration,of 
thousands of lending institutions 
and the loss of billions of dollars 
to people of small means.”

However, informed sources in 
Washington have made it clear 
that the countries of eastern 
Europe can benefit only to the ex- 
tent of contributions they make to 
the general European. economic re- 
vival. In short, there must be a 
quid pro quo. 

Thus far the signs have been 
that while Russia is uneasy she 
hasn't the slightest intention of 
cooperating with the western dem- 
ocracies, or of following the mem- 
bers of her bloc to do so, if she 
can help it. That “if,” by the 
way, is a very big one, and for 
two reasons. 

In the first place the castern 
bloc of nations isn't economically 
self-contained or anything like it, 
and it therefore badly needs coop- 
eration with the rest of Europe. 

Secondly, as pointed out, in a 
previous column, the Soviet bloc 
is a very unstable one because it 
is made up of liberty-loving coun- 
tries which always have fought 
infringement of their independ- 
ence. There is no doubt that 
Czechoslovakia and some other 
members of the Russian bloc are 
most unhappy over the trend of 
affairs, and want to participate 
in the Paris conference.

WASHINGTON. (#) — Prices 
of all living essentials except rent 
declined .3 of one per cent be- 
tween mid-April and mid-May for 
the first drop since June, 1942, the 
bureau of labor statistics said to- 
day. 

Food prices were off .2 of one 
percent and rents rose the same 
figure. 

The bureau: fixed the consum- 
er’s price index at 155.8 on May 
15, compared with a peak of 156.3 
in mid-March. The BLS considers 
the period from 1935 to 1939 as 
normal, or 100.

The new Federal rent control law, which grants 15 per 


Cent rental increase in some cases, and total exemptions from | 


regulations in others, will be a boon to new-rental construc- 


tion in this area. 


It will also result in a more rapid sale of rental units now 
on the market, probably at better prices. 
Those results were predicted today by Clyde W. Hodge, 


president 
realty board, 

Because prospective builders of 
rental property can now, in a 
measure, at least, estimate in- 
come on rentals before construc- 
tion, Many more such units will 
be built, Mr. Hodge feels. 

Under the old law, he explained, 
landlords were in effect told: ‘Go 
ahead and build, then we'll 
you what rental you will be al- 
lowed to charge." 

Under such regulation, few per- 


sons were willing to undertake 
he construction of housing for 
rent. 

Much the same situation pre- 


vails, he feels, in the rental mar- 


ket. The prospect of augmented 
income should lead to a faster 
turnover of houses and apart- 
ments. And prospects for great- 
er income will bring a _ corre- 
spondingly higher price. 

The realty market generally is 
, relatively firm as regards new | 
houses. Old dwellings, 20, 30 or 


more years old, are moving slow- | 


ly, and only at reduced 
Mr. Hodge reports, 

“I can’t feel, however, that this 
marks a recession. With housing 
somewhat more plentiful, and 
with prospects for increased build- 
ing in the future, resistance to 
the purchase of old houses is very 
natural,’ he said.
